• Terry thanked everyone who participated at the Festival in the Borough. He feels it was a good 

opportunity for Recreation to interact with the community and get them aware of our programs. 

• 5K – Terry reviewed the check list. Items of note were: The deadline for donors and sponsors to commit 

has been extended to October 7. This will still allow time for the shirts to be printed. Susan said 

commissioners can still visit local establishments after that date to get items for the raffle. – 2016 5K 

revenue was $2940.00, expenses were $1,097.00 resulting in $1,843.00 profit. – Bright pink signs with 

arrows showing the route will be used for the 1 mile Kids Fun Run. Susan suggested contacting Taylor 

Rental to see if they will donate balloons to attach to the signs. DPW is not sure if they can use water 

soluble paint in their machines. Gary is looking into buying colored paint to use in the field liner to mark 

the route on the road. -Volunteers will meet at Borough Hall the morning of the race. Younger 

volunteers will be used at Borough Hall and older ones used at the barriers. Susan recommended all the 

volunteers at barriers be given copies of the road closure notice to give to any drivers they encounter. – 

Road closure notices will be printed by Friday, 10/6 and distributed by the commissioners on Monday, 

10/9. Commissioners volunteered for or were assigned specific streets. They were reminded they cannot 

open any mailboxes. They can put the notices behind mailboxes, next to mailbox flags, in door handles, 

or under mats. – Stickers and markers will be made available to all participants who want to leave their 

goody bag at the registration table during the races.

A 3 wheeler may not have the power/towing capacity for 

some of the jobs. Prior to the October 11, 2017 meeting Gary will make a list of the regular jobs for which 

the vehicle will be used and vehicles which are appropriate.; As of 9/13/2017 there was about $60,000 in the 

Recreation Trust Account. 2017 started with about $62,000. Revenue and expenditures for pool programs 

were reviewed. These will be finalized for the End of Year Presentation.
